DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Moteki 
et al U.S. Patent Number 5,960,005. 

Re Claim 1, fig 46 teaches the Center Device 100 coupled to PBX 203, wherein 
100 as shown in fig 3 teaches the Switching node 23 (interface) for connecting to the 
TSTB 31 (application module) and the Mixing/Splitting Unit 21 (a receiver) for receiving 
signals from the 23 using the format shown in Fig 4, wherein the Frame format provides 
a separate channel for each direction of at least one b channel (See col. 11, lines 1-15). 

Re Claims 2, 10, 11, 14, see fig 4 wherein the frame format includes at least 4 b 
channels in each direction. 
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Re Claims 3, 7, see fig 3 wherein the TSTB includes a modem for connecting a 



Re Claims 4, 5, 8, 12, and 15 refer to Claim 3, wherein the TSTB connects an 
analog phone. 

Re Claims 6, 9, 13, and 16 refer to Claim 1, wherein the frame format includes a 
D channel.
